dollars and embodying national, 
state and local agencies. At the 
same time the widespread and 
desperate need for child care, 
housing, recreation, services to fac- 
tory workers and to families of men 
in the amed forces has become a 
serious production bottleneck. 
Absenteeism among women work- 
ers has been traced directly and 
in large part to lack of child care 
facilities to accommodate all shifts 
of working mothers. New women 
workers who will be needed by the 
millions in procuction are hesi-

Food Planning 


WEEK of experience with point ration- 

ing has undoubtedly convinced a lot of 
people that the amount of rationed foods 
allotted will, in general, work no great hard- 
ship. Among too many workers the number 
of points will be more than the pocketbook 
can handle. 

There may be some dissatisfaction re- 
garding high points assigned to particular 
foods. me of course, is a result of the 
scarcity that exists in these foods. 

That scarcity is based on two factors. 
First, there is unquestionably considerable 
hoarding among our wealthy classes. This 
represents a serious threat to our war 


economy, and must be drastically dealt with. 


The second factor is food production. The 
demands made by our armed forces and by 
lend-lease will cut down the supply to our 
civilian population unless production is ex- 
panded. Such n is not possible un- 
less our agriculture becomes geared to the 
needs of war, which right now it is not. 

Last week, Secretary of Agriculture 
testified to a Senate Committee that we 
would not reach our food goals this year. 
On the very same day, President James F. 
Patton of the National Farmers Union and 
Colonel Sanders of the Selective Service 
Board testified that our rich nation could 
fill all food needs, and both presented pro- 
grams to that end. 

The difference of opinion is based on a 
fundamental difference of approach. Sec- 
retary Wickard, under constant pressure of 
the “Farm Bloc,” has pursued a policy of 
piecemeal] solutions of particular problems 
within the framework of agriculture-as- 
usual. Colonel Sanders and Patton presented 
concrete, overall programs for using our 
entire farm resources for the production 
of essential foods and fibres. 

The fight for such an all-out food produc- 
tion program is a bitter one. Every step 
taken by Wickard in that direction has been 
defeated by the “Farm Bloc.“ In the case 
of industrial conversion the struggle was 
led by powerful trade unions. These unions, 
and all other win-the-war forces, must take 
up the fight for an overall food program.
